Work has also begun preparing 
the land for the co-operative colony 
of Doctor Oppenheimer, which was 
named Mcrhahiah. A large number 
of new olive trees were planted this 
year in the HtTxel fore*t. The Agu- 
dnth N'etaim obtained its <l;;irtor 
from the Turkish government and i* 
com inning to cover new land with 
all kinds of plants. Thus more and 
more of the arid Palestinian soil ia 
being reclaimed to new life. 

Jewish immigration into the cities 
of Palestine is much more evident. 
Wealthy Jews from Russia are visit- 
ing Palestine in large numbers. It 
is true that not all of them find the 
possibilities in Palestine which they 
anticipated, but many of them, who 
are more enthusiastic and whose de- 
sire to settle there is strong, succeed 
in finding various activities and 
they settle there. 

Theta JeWt, who have been used 
to a life of comfort in Europe, have 
joined some of the old settlers and 
huve founded a new suburb, a new 
town really, near Jaffa which they 
named Tel- Abib. This town, built 
on the American style, inasmuch as 
it sprang out as if by magic within 
one year on the sand of the seashore, 
is very beautiful. It is well planned, 
has wide paved streets lined with 
trees, everv house is fitted up with 
water pipes and bathrooms, and they 
are built-in a specified Oriental style, 
surrounded by a garden. — Macca- 
bcan.

New Move Made on Advice of 
Attorney Harrow Who Had 
Lost Hope. 



Los Angeles, Cal , Dec. 1.— James 
B. McNamara pleaded guilty to 
murder in the first degree in Judge 
Walter Bordwell's court today. His 
brother, John J. McNamara, secre- 
tary of the International Association 
of Bridge and Structural Iron Work- 
ers, entered a plea of guilty to hav- 
ing dynamited the Llewelyn Iron 
Works in Los Angeles on Christmas 
day. 1910. 

James B. McNamara's confession 
clears up absolutely the tragedy of 
the explosion and fire which at 1:07 
o'clock on the morning of Oct. It 
1910. wrecked the plant of the Los 
Angeles Times at First and Broad- 
way and caused the death of twenty- 
one persons. 

For nineteen of these deaths the 
McNamara brothers were indicted, 
and J. B. McNamara was on trial 
specifically for the murder of 
Charles J. Haggerty, a machinist, 
whi se body was found nearer than 
that of any other to the spot where 
the dynamite was supposed to have 
been placed. 

Dec. 5 was set as the date to sen- 
tence both men, and it is expected 
District Attorney John D. Fredericks 
will ask for life imprisonment for 
^•M James B. McNamara. the confessed 
'^♦snurderer, and probably fourteen 
years for his brother. The men's 
Uvea are considered saved. The 
great contention that the Los Ange- 
les Times was not dynamited is dead 
beyond resurrection or argument.

"But the plea of guilty entered by 
the McNamara brothers today does 
not close the case in my opinion. 
There are others involved and they 
may be arrested at any time. 

"I have absolute information that 
certain radicals in the labor move- 
ment were ready to do anything to 
save the McNamara 'hers. This 
is what Attorney D<rn>* was con- 
cerned about wher: lie said he 'fear- 
ed further bloodsbt J unless we ob- 
literated the incident from Los An- 
geles at once.' 

"I was not surprised, particularly, 
when told that the McNamaras had 
pleaded guilty. We had evidence 
which positively closed every avenue 
of escape and they know this. 

"However, if the reports that J. 
J. McNamara is tor get off with a 
light sentence are true, I shall be 
greatly disappointed. He 
hea\y punishment, if 
did."

Prof. B. Shimok of the Slatr I'ni- 
rersity of Iowa has. been studying' ^ 
this question in lows, where the 
treeless prairie originally MVtftd 
more than seven-eighths of the to- 
tal area of the state. He finds that 
Hie absence of trees is not due pri- 
marily to the soil or the tonography, 
nor to siiih rau*e* as prairie Tires, 
the former abundance of the hiaon, 
ptc, but is an effect of c limate. More- 
over, it is not due to a deficient rain- 
fall so nek as to an excessive rate 
of evaporation. "The prairie areas 
are uniformly so situated that they 
nrr fully exposed to the factors 
which cause rapid evaporation, 
namely, the sun and the wind. Dur- 
ing much of the year they may pre- 
sent conditions quite favorable to 
plant growth, but there are reason* 
and there are portions of the year, 
especially in midsummer, when evap- 
oration and consequent desiccation 
become so extreme that only those 
plants which are especially adapted 
to dry regions can survive."
